The Choynski-Woods Fight 
at San: Francisco. 


Thirty-four Rounds with Fierce Fight- 
ing at Intervals, 

The Denver Man no Match for the 
California Bruiser. 


Woods Knocked Down Twice Inthe Last 
Round and Finally Counted Out 
—The Loser Considerably 
Battered Up. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Dec. 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] One of the most im- 
portant fistic events that has taken 
place on the Pacific Coast this year was 
the contest between Billy Woods of 
Denyer and Joe Choynski of San Fran- 
cisco atthe Pacific Club for a $4000 
purse tonight. The hall was crowded 
toits utmost capacity. Despite his un- 


‘broken record of victories, including F 


the recent one over Davis of Omaha, 
who gave Choy nski a hard battle, Woods 
was at the short end of the betting, the 
odds being 100 to 65 on Choynski, who 
had lost nothing inthe esteem of his 
backers because of defeats sustained at 
the hands of such men as Jim Corbett 
and Joe Goddard of Australia. 

Woods had the advantage in weight, 
height and reach. He weighs 181 
pounds to Choynski'’s 172. Choynski 
looked bigger than when he last ap- 
peared in the ring here, and both men 
were evidently in the best condition. 
Woods’s seconds were Martin Murphy 
and Patsy Hogan; Choynski’s Sam Fitz- 
patrick and Eddie Greahy. Mike Sulli- 
van was referee. Choynski was first to 
enterthe ring and was greeted with a 
tumult of applause, which was hardly 
less when Wood appeared. Time was 
called at 9:10 p.m. 

First round—After some feinting 
Woods led a couple of short lefts. 
Choynski gave him a shoulder blow. A 
clinch followed ‘after an even ex- 
change. Woods led his right for the 
ribs and the round closed with Joe 
knocking him down with a right on the 
head. Woods bled at the nose, 

Second round—Joe rushed. 
came back and Joe ducked. 


Woods 
Woods 


broke around and slipped to the floor as- 


Joe crowded him. Woods dropped a 
light left on the ribs and they clinched. 
After feinting Woods caught Joe a good 
right on the ear. Woods again rushed 
and Joe turned and ducked. Woods 
dropped a left on Joe’s cheek and the 
round closed. He did the most leading, 
but was more wary than in the first 
round. 

Third round—Joe crowded Woods 
from the start, trying to force an open- 
ing. Woods led his left twice, falling 
short, Joe giving him a_ shoulder. 
A couple of glancing blows were ex- 
changed and Woods landed his left on 
Joe’sarm. Joe put his left on Woods’ 
ear, the latter finding Joe’s ribs with his 
right. Joe dropped a short left. 
Woods was constantly breaking ground. 

Fourth round—Woods walked around 
the ring smiling. Joe waited for him, 
and as they got together Joe smashed 
him on the head, neck and on the jaw 
in quick succession, but missed a swing 
and felldown. Woodstwice got in a 
left jab on Joe’s muzzle, following it up 
with his right for the ribs. Choynski 
appeated tired. 

bifth round—Woods dodged about the 
ring, tilltired, then rushed, his right 
passing ,around Choynski’s neck. He 
led a short left and Joe swung his right, 
catching him on the jaw. The range 
was too long for damage. After some 
chasing on Joe’s part, the round closed 
witha clinchand a short right for the 
ribs by Woods. 

Sixth round—Woods’ left glanced 
from Joe’s forehead, but he reeled from 
a couple of flush lefts on the nose, blood 
flowing. 
leads, but got another short left on the 
nose. Woods punched Joe twice with 
the right on his back, but his blows 
seldom landed fairly. Woods’ left 
caught Joe on the jaw. 

Seventh round—Woods gotina right 
on Joe’s head. Choynski appeared con- 
fident and careless. Woods led and Joe 
countered on the nose. Weems was 
tired and stopped for wind... 

Eighth round—Woods was on the run 
backward. Joe led his left and dropped 
Woods with a right on the neck. Joe 
swung his right, but missed and fell. 
Joe was trying to lead Woods on, play- 
ing for the latter's wind. He caught 
Woods a couple of good lefts in the 
face. The latter tried his right and 
slipped around him.

More About the Doctor’s Threatening 
Mrs. Barnaby. 


A Witness Tells of the Scandal in the 
Murdered Woman's Family—How 
the Defendant Cajoled 
His Victim,

Denver (Colo.,) Dec. 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.]| In the Barnaby- 
Graves trial today Edward Bennett was 
recalled to the stand. He identified 
several letters which passed between 
Mrs. Barnaby and Mrs. Worrell, and 
Mrs. Barnaby and Dr. Graves. In one 
of Graves’ letters to Mrs. Barnaby the 
former said he would collect rent from 
Mrs. Barnaby’s tenants and deposit it 
in the bank, and he hoped she would 
soon receive a large payment, for he 
had a chance to make $10,000 for her. 

Mrs. Bennett, his wife. was called to 
the stand. She remembered a visit of 
the doctor and Mrs. Graves with Mrs. 
Barnaby to her home in..the Adiron- 
dacks. During her visit Mrs. Barnaby 
said she had left Dr. Graves $50,000 in 
her first will. She thought this too 
much. Mrs. Barnaby often received 
letters from the doctor. Witness re- 
membered Mrs. Barnaby’s receiving a 
letter in which Dr. Graves threatened 
to appoint a guardian for her. Wit- 
ness had heard Mrs. Barnaby complain 
of Dr. Graves, but she told her that she 
had not complained. 

Mrs. Hickey of Providence, who was 
Mrs. Barnaby’s* washerwoman.. said 
that she had known the Barnaby-family | 
over thirty years. Mrs. Barnaby lived 
in asmall nouse by herself and when 
her husband died she told witness he 
left her but $2500 per year, but she 
was satisfied with this. Shortly after 
she became acquainted with Dr. Graves 
and seemed to have been fascinated 
with him. £on after Mrs. Barnaby 
said that, Dr. Graves advised her to 
contest her husband’s' will; that 
he wanted her to sign a paper that 
Maud Barnaby was not Mr. Barnaby’s 
child. Witness advised her not to do 
such a thing. Again Mrs. Barnaby told 
witness that if Barnaby could give 
100,000 to his mistress she should 
have her rights. Dr. Graves told her 
that Barnaby left his money to his 
mistress. Mrs. Barnaby was very sus- 
ceptible to flattery and by this means 
Graves gained control over her. In 
April last witness and the doctor had 
hot words about the property. He said 
that he would bring her insane ‘‘and 
you need not be surprised if you hear 
some day that Mrs. Barnaby has had a 
shock.’? When Mrs. Barnaby was in Cal- 
ifornia the doctor told witness once 
that he understood that Mrs. Barnaby 
was coming home to get her money and 
give it to the Bennetts. If she at- 
tempted anything of the kind he would 
have her sent toa crazy house or have 
a guardian appointed for her.

were the owners, nor entitled to the 
possession. of the ‘land to which thev 
claimed title under the grant of the 
United States on March 1871.

BEFORE JTIGE ROSS. 

In the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday morning the trial of the case 
of the United States against Henry 
Walters and others was commenced be- 
fore Judge Ross and a jury consisting 
of C. E. De Camp, W. S. De Van, H. T. 
Finney, J. Hanly, J. L. Hunt, Alf 
James. \L. J. Matthews, J. Osborne, A. 
Pitcher, A. C. Shafer, C. A. Teel and 
E. L. Witte. 

The plaintiff was represented by Cor- 
nelius Cole, Esq., in the absence of Dis- 
trict Attorney Willoughby Cole. while 
H. C. McPike, Esq., of San Francis¢o, 
and J. A. Anderson, Esq., of this city, 
appeared for the defendants. 

The suit was brought\to recover the 
sum of $20,124.40 from the defend- 
ants, who are stockholders in the Fruit- 
vale Wine and Fruit Company, of which 
amount it is alleged they defrauded the 
Government during the year 1887 by 
running their distillery at Fresno at 
other times than those shown upon 
their reports to the Government. The 
alleged frauds referred to are the same 
of which W. More Young, the com- 
pany’s secretary, was convicted by 
Judge Ross in February, 1889. 

The Government féllowing upon ‘this 
criminal action brought suit against the 
Fruitvale Company on its bond, which 
was given to secure the payment of the 
revenue taxes, but the bond being irreg- 
ular the Government was defeated, 
hence the present action. The amount 
sued for is the assessment levied by the 
Commissioners upon 22,360 gallons of 
spirits distilled by the company during 
the period from July to December, 
1887, but of which no report was made 
to the Government. Only one witness, 
Eli B. Davis, was examined yesterday 
and he was still upon the stand when 
court adjourned forthe day. The case 
will be resumed at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning. 


JOHN HAYES’ ESTATE, 

When the case of H.-P. Lantz, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of John Hayes, 
deceased, against James Kennedy and 
others, a suit to determine conflicting 
claims to a piece of land in the Mount 
Pleasant tract, was called for trial in 
Department Three by Judge Wade 
yesterday afternoon, the plaintiff an- 
nounced that he had caused a dismissal 
to be entered in the case in the County 
Clerk’s office. The defendants, how- 
ever, claimedthat their answer prayed 
foraffirmative relief in the premises 
and demanded that the case be tried, 
whereupon the Court held. that the 
cavse did not stand dismissed until an 
order to that effect had been made. The 
plaintiff’s counsel then moved for a 
continuance, but this motion was de- 
nied.

The Opening of First Street. 

The taxpayers in the western part of 
the city whom we sometimes denomi- 
nate the hill-dwellers have borne their 
proportion of the expense for improve- 
ments in every part of town where im- 
provements have been made. They 
have helped build half a dozen bridges 
across the river to facilitate communi- 
cation between the main part of the 
city and East Los Angeles and Boyle 
Heights. But the hill-dwellers have 
obtained very few public improvements 
for their especial benefit, and when 
they wish to make such improvements 
at their own expense they seem to 
be obliged to beg ,very hard for 
the privilege of doing it. The 
range of hills extending from Temple 
street to Seventh, skirting the business 
portion of the city on the one hand and 
accommodating a populous settlement 
on the other, constitute practically as 
bad a barrier to intercommunication as 
dees the Los Angeles River unbridged 
between the eastern and western parts 
of the city.. Why should not this bar- 
rier be overcome, either by cuts or tun- 
nels which would give a reasonable 
traffic grade? 

The opening of First street to the 
west, which was first proposed, and 
which is certainly the most central 
and obviously the most necessary 
line of communication, has been 
repeatedly urged by Tue _ Times. 
Today we present interviews with sev- 
enty-four citizens as they were seen on 
the streets or at their places of business, 
without any prearranged plan of selec- 
tion. It is proper to assume that they 
represent the general views of the com- 
munity. Of these sixty-nine are pro- 
nouncedly in favor of opening First 
street to the west, two are against it 
and three are indifferent. The consen- 
sus of opinion is strongly in favor of 
this improvement. 

There is no more fitting time to agi- 
tate this matter than the present. A 
contract has just been let for the im- 
provement of First street west from 
Bonnie Brie to the city limits, a dis- 
tance of a mile and ahalf. At no place 
on the line will the grade be heavier 
than one in twenty. First street on 


the east is already one of the most im- 


portant cross thoroughfares in the city, 
extending to Boyle Heights, and con- 
necting with the main avenue there. 
With both ends of this street thus avail- 


able and in important use it is prepos- 


terous to think that an impassable bar- 
ricade in the middle will long be tol- 
erated. 


“Let the Fakirs Stand from Under! 


The Big Boss Boodler is in a fair way 
to pray for deliverance from. his de- 
fender, the Express. Inits defense of 
him, yesterday afternoon, it insolently 
tries to taunt the public in the following 
closing allusion to one of the schemes 
of its big boss: 

‘And, by the way, how is the water 
racket getting on?” 

This is of the on ef the infamous 
expresgion of Boss Tweed—*What are 
you going to do about it?” 

The ‘‘water racket”? being one of the 
latest schemes of the big boodler, his 
defender, evidently without consulta- 
tion with him, opens one of the ques- 
tions which the boss would have been 
glad to have kept in the background. 
But a boss boodler who has no more 
sense than to engave an editor whose 
brains were blown out by a stage driver 
‘son the top of the grade’’ in Nevada, 
may expect to fall into the pit which he 
has digged, or into a water ditch. 

When the Express began its attacks 
upon the existing water companies, it 
gave away the connection of the boss 
with the proposed scheme by which the 
gang who work with the big boodler 
were to make the existing water com- 
panies *‘stand from under,”* so to speak. 
The old tactics of stand and deliver, 
formerly worked on the stage road, 
were to be applied. As Tue Times said 
in the first article of this series, the in- 
terest which does not pay tribute to 
the Big Boss Boodler always tinds his 
peculiar machinery set to work against 
it. The scheme of the boss and his de- 
fender was to be put forward under the 
guise of public benefit, but was to 
end in the pockets of the inventors 
of the ‘‘racket,’’ as the Express ele- 
gantly deSignates it. Tue Tres is 
‘onto’? every move of the fakir in the 
“water racket,”? and it was that 
‘“racket’’ which made it necessary to 
serve notice on him to call a halt—to 
say for his benefit, ‘If he is wise, he 
will stand from under.” The’ scheme 


has gone far enough, and any attempt 


to steal the water of Los Auwclie River, 
or the property of any private corpora- 
tion by the uses of any partof the ma- 
chinery of the city government, will 
end in a.worse Waterloo than the big 
boss and his gang have met for some 
time, though they have recently been 
on the ragged edge of several defeats. 
In this ‘‘water’racket’’ the boss and his 
gang thought they were moving under 


a deep disguise, but our notice broke , 


them all up, and their organ now pro- 
poses to defend them by shouting de- 
fiance. But it won't, work. The de- 
fender is not built wide enough to work 
}his racket on the Stanfordian plan, 
upon which he has run as far as his 
mortgage will permit, and which no 
corporation or corporation advertising 
agent is able or willing to raise. Let 
the fakirs stand from under!

Insolent Chile. 

In view of the circular sent out by 
Chile’s Secretary of War as an ostensi- 
ble rejoinder to President Harrison’s 
message it becomes manifest that for- 
bearance has ceased to be a virtue so 
far as the United States is concerned. 
Chile's first answer to the courteous re- 
quest of this country for an explana- 
tion of the ‘Valparaiso outrage was 
couched in such a_ brusque and discour- 
teous vein as to almost invite hostili- 
ties. Thiscircular of Secretary Matta’s 
is a little worse. In it he accuses Min- 


-ister Egan and Admiral Brown of false- 


hood, and, not content with this, 
charges the President with acting on 
false information ‘and himself ut- 
tering a falsehood. “This is car- 
rying things a _ little too far. 
Evidently the couftesies of diplo- 
macy are wasted on such a people. 


They are a set of yahoos who cannot 


take a hint without a kick. The only 


way to impress them with the idea that 


the United States means business is to 
show them the muzzles of our guns. 
The letter sent to Chile’s Secretary of 
War by Minister Egan, asking whether 
his circular is authentic, is no’ doubt de- 
signed to call forth an official response 
which will be answered with an ulti- 
matum. Then there is nothing left for 
Chile but to make the proper amends or 
fight. 

The intimation comes from Washing- 
ton that the President will send’ to Con- 
gress his promised special message on 
the Chilean situation within a few days, 
and this will probably elicit a decla- 
ration of hostilities. If we are going 
to fight with Chile we had better get at 
it and put this matter in the way of 
settlement. 

We are not disposed to concur with 
some’ of our San Francisco contempo- 
raries in the opinion that, in the event 
of war, a Chilean gunboat might slip up 
the coast unannounced, as did the 
Esmeralda during the Itata episode, and 
bombard some of our seaboard cities. 
In the first place, the United States 
already has enough warships in Pacitic 
waters to make it extremely interesting 
for Chile at home. She would need all 
of her gunboats to defend her own ports, 
and would hardly be guilty of send- 
ing one to a= station almost a 
month distant and with precarious 
chances for -coaling onthe route. In 
the second place, during a war it would 
be the duty of the American squadron 
to keep track of every Chilean gunboat 
and not allow one of them toslip away 
on a predatory expedition without fur- 
nishing her disagreeable company. 


Even now, we presume, the whereabouts” 


of every Chilean vessel isnoted, and it 
would hardly be feasible for the hot- 
-headed Chileans to steal a march on us 
as indicated. If they fire the first guns 
they will undoubtedly fire them in Chil- 
ean waters. 

However, itis well that our Pacific 
Coast ports should be defended, and we 
note with satisfaction that the Gov- 
ernment is now taking steps to con- 
demn a cemetery in the suburbs of San 
Francisco to be used for the purpose of 
fortifications. Weneeda well-equipped 
gun factory on this coast. Then 
floating batteries, torpedo boats and 
other coast defenses can be constructed 
and armed in short order, if the neces- 
sity becomes apparent.

He contended that 
it amounted to a pledge that the Gov- 
ernment would maintain free coinage. 
It was expressly stated in the act that 
it was the established policy of the 
United States to maintain the two 
metals on a parity with each other on 
the present legal ratio. Mr. Stewart 
argued at length in favor of free coin- 
age.

Dr. James McAlester, 
president of the institute, made a 
speech, and Hon. Chauncey M. Depew 
delivered the dedication address, 
which was lengthy and_ eloquent.

Action of Local Labor Organi- 
zations — 


Pacific Coast Dissensions Before the 
Federation of Labor. 
Exonerated on ths Charge 

of Being a Boodler. — 


Chicago Police Denounced for Breaking 
Up Anarchists’ Meetings—Colored Dele- 
gates Sit Down to the Federation 
Convention’s Banquet.

BIRMINGHAM (Ala.,) Dec, 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.] At today’s session 
of the American Federation of Labor 
President Gompers recommended that 
the organization demand the passage of 
a labor law by Congress recognizing 
the first Monday in September as a 
legal holiday in the District of Colum- 
bia and the Territories. A resolution 
to that effect was adopted. 

President Gompers spoke at some 
length on the subject of the boycott, 
saying that every local organization 


levy boycotts and tospread them before 
the entire country. It séemed to him 
that an opportunity should be given for 
investigation and no boycott recognized 
unless approved by the convention or 
Executive Council. He asked the con- 
vention to take some action on this 
point. 

On the question of union labels he 
said the decision of the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania recentiy to the effect 
that inasmuch as the wage-workers do 
not own the product they cannot have a 
label certifying to the character of the 
labor employed in its production will 
be, if allowed to stand, one of the 
severest blows which could be inflicted 
upon the rights of organized labor. 
Gompers severely scored the decision 
and said the officers of the organization 
should be empowered to coéperate with 
the affiliated unions to secure legisla- 
tion to overcome the obstacles pre- 
sented or a reversal of the’ decision in 
question. 

A special committe was appointed to

Cunicaco, Dec. 17.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The National Prohibition 
Committee met here today for the pur- 
pose of deciding upon the time and 
place of holding the next national con- 
vention to nominate candidates for 
President and Vice-President of the 
United States. It was decided that no 
member of the committee be granted 
more than one vote and that proxies be 
received only from residents of the 
same State in which the committeeman 
sending the proxy lived.

Sylvester Johnson and Judge 
North of Indiana presented the claims 
of Indianapolis. A. Roberts, H. E. 
George and F. D. Odell spoke for Lin- 
coln, Neb. W. T. Wardwell and W. 
Jennings Demorest did the talking for 
New York city. E. J. Pinney, Jay Odell 
and M. R. Talcord appeared for Cleve- 
land; Dr. M. C. Lockwood for Cincin- 
nati; J. Field, Col. Sobieski and D. 
Ward Kink for St. Louis; W. H. Russell 
for Harriman, Tenn. ‘A number of 
other addresses were made and the 
committee went into executive session.

TO RESTORE DUTIES. 


Nations That Declined Reciprocity Seem 
Likely to Get Badly Left. 

New York, Dec. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] President Harrison, ac- 
cording toa Washington special, has 
decided to exercise the power vested in 
him in the reciprocity clause of the Mc- 
Kinley Tariff Bill; and to issue a procla- 
mation restoring the duties on sugar, 
coffee, teas and molasses, from coun- 
tries that have not negotiated reciproc- 
ity treaties with our Government, 
‘‘The proclamation,’’ runs the Washing- 
ton dispatch, ‘‘will take effect on Janu- 
ary 1, 1892, and will be issued in a few 
davs, certainly not later than Christ- 
mas day. Theeffect of the proclama- 
tion will be far-reaching. The only 
countries that have concluded reciproc- 
ity treaties with the United States, and 
will consequently not be includedin the 
proclamation, are Brazil, Cuba, Porto 
Rico, San Domingo and the British 
West Indies. The treaty with Ger- 
many is not yet ratified and reciprocity 
treaties are now pending at the State 
Department with Mexico, Guatemala, 
Costa Rica, Salvador, Columbia, Ven- 
zuela, Peru and Ecuador, but until 
these treaties are ratified into accom- 
plished facts the President will not take 
official cognizance of them. As soon as 
each treaty is ratified, however, the 
embargo will be removed.”’

lished, is here printed. 

When it comes to the question of how 
tne hill should be opened there is much 
variance of opinion, those seen being 
about equally divided between a tunnel 
and a cut, but comparatively few insist 


upon any special plan, 
being satisfied to see the street opened 
in anv manner that will meet the ap- 
proval of most of the parties directly 
interested. 

E. W. Lewis (real estaté:) 
opening of West First street is, 
opinion, one of the greatest needs of 
the city. The only opposition, so far 
as | am aware, comes from a few’ prop- 
erty owners on the hills, who fear they 
would be injured by the improvement, 
but the interests of the city at large 
should not be made subservient to the 
wishes of a handful of people, even if 
they are old-timers.”’ 

M. L. Samson (real estate:) I con- 
sider it one of the greatest mistakes 
this city has made in not pushing 
through the improvements before. 
The property owners in the present 
business section will certainly regret it 
if they do not hurry up and get the 
street opened.

J. C. Dotter (furniture:) ‘I would 
like to see an easy grade established on 
Temple street first, and then have First 
street opened.”’ 

Ben Johnson (furniture:) ‘I favor 
the grading of the street, or anything 
else in the line of progress.’’ 

Ex-Senator C. C. Cole (attorney:) 
“There is no doubt at all about the ne- 
cessity for opening the street. We 
greatly need an outlet to the north- 
west. The Cahuenga Valley farmérs 
now have to haul their produce over 
Temple street, where _ strike a 
heavy grade right in tow If there 
was an easier grade they ‘could haul 


heavier loads, and so save time and’ 


money. If opened, First street would 
become a favorite thoroughfare. It 
would accommodate not only the Ca- 
huenga Valicy traffic, but that from the 
west side of the San Fernando. Valley, 
whigh has come this way for 125 years. 
The business section is certainly being 
pushed southwest, although I believe 
this part of town will remain the bank- 
ing or Wall street end of the city.” 

EK. Spence (banker:) lam in 
favor of opening the street.”’ 

Joseph Mesmer (shoes:) ‘‘The street 
should certainly be opendd. Every cit- 
izen owning property or carrying on 
business north of Paveng street is | spe- 


cially interested in the question. It is 
the main east and west artery of the 
citv, and the opening of the hill would 
do more than anything else to stem the 
southerly drift of business. The busi- 
ness people and property owners along 
the line of First street appear to he re- 
matkably indifferent to the rapid prog-° 
ress which the business section is mak- 
ing toward the south. They ought to 
have helped to buy the old Courthouse 
fora federal building when we were 
trying to get it. Years ago the old- 
timers firmly believed that Commercial 
street would always remain the chief 
artery of business, but they have found 
out their mistake.”’ 

Pioneer Truck Company: ‘It would 
be a good thing to have the street 
opened, without doubt. We are paid by 
the hour, but, all the same, it is rough 
on horses to haul heavy loads up the 
hills. There is at present no decent 
grade between Belleyue avenue and 
Seventh street.”’ 

J. A. Keliy (County Recorder: ) “The 
opening of the street would be of great 
benefit to the people on the hills and 
the business men. The only hesitation 
among the hill people about the open- 
ing has been in regard to the Grade to 
be adopted.”’ 

C. F. Heinzeman:. (druggist:) ‘I 
would like to see the street opened, if 
it can be done on a good grade, without 
injuring too much property.”’ 

T. E. Rowan (real estate:) ‘'The 
street should certainly be opened. 
There is at present practically nothing 
between Temple street and Seventh 
street in the way of a decent approach 
to the hill section. I cannotsell lots on 
the hills at all now. The advance in 
price of hill property, as soon as the 
street was opened, would more than pay 
the cost of the improvement.”’ 

Walter S. Maxwell (property owner:) 
“The street should be opened on a good 
traftic grade. The material excavated 
from the cuts could be used with good 
advantage to fill up the numerous ar- 
royos between the hills, thus killing 
two birds with one stone.”’ 

J. T. Sheward (dry goods:) “I amin 
favor of opening the street, if it is 
done by means of atunnel. I would not 
like to see an unsightly gash in the hill. 
I think, if a few leading dry-goods 
stores should move on to South Broad- 
way, it would add life to that section 
and help the movement for the opening 
of the street. : 

Siegel, the Hatter: ‘The street 
must be opened. Business is being 
driven southward chiefly through lack 
of an opening in the hills with a prac- 
ticable grade near the business center. 
There is no way to get in or out this 
side of Sixth street. Anyone who will 
take a map of the city must see that 
the residence tion lies largely to the 
west. These pa are bound to get 
into town by the easiest route, and at 
present they are driven to Sixth or 
Seventh street—a long way around.’ 

George W. Burton (publisher:) ‘‘Itis 
an extraordinary thing that this most 
desirable improvement has not been 


put through long before.. First street 
is the only-thorcughfare running clear 
through the city—or which would) run 
through if the hill were openei—until- 
you reach Seventh street, and it ought 
to be made available p.d.q.”’ 

L. N. Breed (banker:) ‘It is a great 
disgrace-—a shame to the city—that the 
street has not been opened before this. 
‘We have been trying at it for more 
than three years. I was‘a delegate to 
half a dozen meetings of hill people on 
the question. The difficulty was about 
the grade and that was at length set- 
tled on a basis ofone inten. I brought 
the matter before the last Council, but 


that body appeared to_ be. pull- 
ing in tavor of Second _ street. 
The present Council I do ‘not 


think fully understands ‘the matter. 


If the improvement had been taken 
hold of by the syndicate that has been 
working Broadway the street would have 
been opened long before this. It is not 
such a big job and the Council should 
get to work at it. Tney had been talk- 
ing for many vears about opening Los 
Angeles street without result, but 1 
found no difficulty in pushing that work 
through when I took held of it.”’ 

F. J. Capitain (architect:) 
street should certainly be#opened with- 
out delay. It is strange that people 
should be so short-sighted and narrow- 
minded in these matters.”’ 

Frank McCoye (real estate:) 
street should certainly be opened, and 
itought to be done this winter. The 
improvement would be forthe benefit 
of the whole city. The cost cuts 
no figure in comparison with the ad- 
vantages which would accrue. The 
other day a lady met me at the corner 
of First and Broadway, and asked me 
Where First street. was. I told her she 
was on it. She then said she wanted to 
go to number seven hundred and some- 
thirg West First. Itold her it was over 
the hill, and that the best way for her 
to get there was to walk north to Tem- 
ple street, take the cars, ride seven. 
blocks west, and then walk backsouth to 
her destination. She went her way 
with a curious idea of Los Angeles. If 
I owned property on one of these cor- 
ners I would cheerfully pay $10,000 to 
insure the opening of thestreet. After 
First street is opened Fourth street 
should be tunneled. That would be 
about midway between First and 
Seventh, The hills would then be ac- 
cessible,’’ 

Maj. E. W. Jones (property owner:) 
“T don’t see that there is any immediate 
need for an outlet in that direction be- 
yond the existing ones, It appears to 
me that the western section has all the 
facilities it needs for the present. I 
don’t know that there is any great de- 
mand for better grades. There is no 
population inthe Cahuenga country to 
speak of. I think the city ought to 
open up Broadway north and south.

Then again 
First street would give a man _ the 
choice of the Pasadena boulevard or 
national boulevard to Soldiers’ Home 
and Santa Monica for a pleasant drive.

The city is 
built up in every direction from the 
center except in that quarter.

And still there is no strike of tele- 
graph operators in or near Los Angeles; 
and since the arrangement of differences 
on the Atlantic and Pacific, as related’ 
elsewhere, the whole of the threatened 
trouble appears to have blown over, for 
atime at least. The Santa Fé has been 
in extremely hard luck this week, for 
the first information that came by tele- 
graph after the strike was declared off 
and the operators had returned to their 
keys was that the westbound overland 
was snowbound in Colorado. The snow 
blockaded a number of trains and held 
them so tightly that not until yesterday 
was the road cleared. The overland 
train, due here Wednesday afternoon, 
will arrive some time today—say about 
forty-eight hours late. Now that 
this difficulty is passed there ap- 
pears to be no further’ obstacles 
to successful railroading on _ the 
Santa Fé, The Southern’ Pacific 
does not seem to be having any diffi- 
culty at all, the trains all arriving and 
departing on time. Supt. Muir emphat- 
icafly says there is no strike on the 
road. This is evident now, but the offi- 
cials of the road are preparing for any 
that may arise. It is 
learned that the Southern Pacific 
Company has in Los Angeles alone 
twenty-one operators who are not work- 
ing as telegraphers, but are employed 
as ticket sellers, passenger agents, 
freight clerks and in other branches of 
the service. In case of need help from 
this source could be counted on, for 
none of these men are members of the 
order and yet they can ‘pound brass’’ 
as Well as anybody. From present in- 
dications, however, it is not probable 
that their services will be needed. 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC AT SANTA MONICA, 

The Santa Monica Outlook says that 
the matter of right-of-way for the 
Southern Pacific through the tunnel 
and along the beach has been settled. 
The Southern Pacific people will con- 
tinue their tunnel, as commenced, under 
Ocean avenue as far as the base of the 
bluff on the beach. From this point 
they have obtained a right-of-way, fifty 
fect wide, to a point’some 1200 feet this 
side of the cafion, where they have been 
granted a width of 125 feet, as far as 
the canhon—the additional width of 
seventy-five feet to be taken from the 
iow mesa, the line of the road not be- 
ing allowed to encroach on the beach.
